There are also other sources of inter- 
ference, in the reduction of which we 
are approaching the limit attain- 
able. One is atmospheric electrical dis- 
turbances, both natural and artificial, 
which always exist in greater or 
intensity and are particularly trouble- 
some in the summer and in certain 
places. The radio public is going to 
have to learn to distinguish between re- 
movable interference and inevitable in- 
terfevence. Science will find ways. to 
circumvent those sources of interference 
which science cannot remove.

To deal effectively with the various 
sources of interference, it is important 
that there be exact Knowledge of their 
prevalence. Some information of this 
kind is available as a result of observ- 
ations carried on by the Brreau 
Standards during the past two years with 
the co-operation of about 200 voluntary 
observers, located up to 400 miles from 
two selected broadcasting stations. Pre- 
liminary results show the following aver- 
ages for all observers: First, no inter- 
ference, 23 per cent of the times when 
reception was attempted; interference 
from other broadcast stations, 32 per 
cent; atmospheric disturbances, 18 per 
cent; fading or irregular variation of 
intensity of received signal, 13 per cent; 
amateur transmitting stations, 6 per 
cent; radiating receiving sets, 5 per cent; 
commercial radio telegraph stations, 2 
per cent, and non-radio electrical inter- 
ference, 1 per cent. More complete re- 
sults will show decreases in the per- 
centages for the causes under the cor- 
trol of man, and corresponding increases 
in the percentages from atmospheric 
disturbances and fading.

Interference from amateurs and com- 
mercial radio telegraph stations has been 
steadily decreasing, partly because of 
closer attention to staying within the as- 
signed tendencies, and partly because of 
rapidly ificreasing use of the continuous- 
wave system, which produces much less 
interference than spark appa- 
ratus. 

Interference from radiating receiving 
sets is growing less of a problem than 
it was. Manufacturers are more inclined 
to limit their efforts to sell radiating sets 
to the rural districts where such sets 
cause no trouble. The listeners are 
learning how to operate regenerative and 
superheterodyne sets so produce 
little or no radiation.
